ARTICLES. 
| 1. This Alliance shall be known as the Peace Pact of the Five Powers, 
and it hall give to itself a threefold character, viz., an International Congress.

But once having entered the Pact and its associate 
Congress and Court, no member of the Alliance shall have the right or liberty 
of withdrawing from the same before the expiration of its life, except with the 
full consent, first previously given, of all the co-ordinated nations, acting con-

X. Four-fifths of the members of the Congress, acting together, shall be 
necessary to the delivery of a warning or an ultimatum, or to a declaration 
of intended hostilic action against any recalcitrant power or powers outside 
of the Alliance. But no declaration of war shall be made by the Alliance save 
upon grounds justified by its constitution, laws and declared objects, nor until 
fair warning to the offending power shall have been twice given. But should 
the cause of one of the contending nations be found upon due and searching 
| investigation, made by us, to be distinctly meritorious as against the cause 

of the opposing nation, then in that event, we pledge the Congress and the 
Pact to require of the offending nation due and ample reparation for the benefit 
of the aggrieved nation, in the form, not of territorial

The buds 
were well advanced throughout Del- 
aware and the eastern shore of 
Maryland. The percentage of loss 
has not as yet been learned. 

Prof. McCue has issued a statement 
urging the growers to save whatever 
yield of peaches they may have by 
spraying. This, he says, will prevent 
curcalio and brown rot. N

Prior to the trom 
Oyster Bay this afternoon the Taft 
managers here had made arrange- 
ments to contest the election of the 
Roosevelt delegates. As a first step 
the machinery was set in motion to 
have a recount of the ballots for the 
purpose of showing that the Taft dele- 
gates would have been elected had not 
several thousand voters erred in their 
markings. 

This movement was the preliminary 
to making a contest before the na- 
tional convention at Chicago, where) 
it was proposed to show that the Taft 
delegates by all right, ought to be 
seated, inasmuch as it was plain that 
the intent of a majority of the vot- 
ers was to give them credentials, 

ONE SIGNIFICANT FACT. 

It is possible this contest still will 
be carried before the national con- 
vention. One of the most significant 
facts in connection with the matter is 
that former State Senator Seiberlich, 
whose independent candidacy under 
a Taft pledge caused 10,000 electors 
to vote for nine instead of eight elec- 
tors, received a total of only 4807 
votes on the ballots, counted 90 le- 
gal. 

In some towns the ballots vitlated, 
so far as delegates were concerned 
as a result of the nine-man business, 
totaled as high as 25 per cent. of 
the total number of ballots cast. 
Singularly enough, some ot the 
strongholds of error in the voting 
were the cultured suburbs of Boston, 
where it was to be supposed every 
voter would act with high-browed wis- 
dom. In Brookline, one of the most 
aristocratic suburbs of Boston, 300 
ballots out of about 2500 cast were 
void, so far as delegates were con- 
cerned. It is estimated that the Taft 
leaders expended $15,000 in circu- 
lating “Warning Notices,” cautioning 
electors to vote for only eight dele- 
gates-lat-large.

Stealing a black 


weakness for gambling “bones” sixty 


passions of the Indians found vent in 


SUGAR LANDS 
ARE FLOODED. 


Mississippi Levee Breaks at 
Toon of Torras, La. 


Swollen Torrents of Three 
Rivers Sweep Section. 


Danger; Loss Great. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 


NEW ORLEANS (la) May 1.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch] What-is ex- 
pected to prove the most disastrous 
levee break in the history of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley occurred early tonight 
when the levee at Torras,, La., broke. 
As a result the combined torrents 
of the Mississippi and the Red Rivers 
tonight are sweeping southward, fast 
covering the sectian known as the 
“Sugar Bowl of America.” 

There is' nothing to stop the prog- 
fress of the waters between Torras and 
the gulf, and m a few days, at the 
most, the entire sugar -producing sec- 
tion of the State will be under water 
of a depth varying from ten to 
[twenty feet or more. 

The levee at Torras is near the Mor- 
ganza levee, the highest in the United 
States, which for several days has 
been the scene of great anxiety. All 
along the line gangs have been work- 
ing desperately. Armed guards have 
ipatroled the dikes day and night. 

The dike broke half a mile south of 
the Texas and Pacific Railroad depot 
at Torras. Five feet of the bank went 
out all at onée and in half an hour 
jthe gap had widened to 200 feet, 
while on each end the mud-falls, 
isoaked with rain and loosened from 
the long strain, were going with an 
almost unexampled rapidity. 

TOWN IN WILD PANIC. 

A brief message said: “Working in 
water knee deep.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE HEAD

Will Be Canceled Says Secretary of 
Interior—Big Advertisement for 
Los Angeles in Weather Report. 
Immigration. 


It is probable that the United 


States government will cancel all the 


coal entries made in Alaska, accord- 
ing to the statement oft Secretary 
Fisher of the Department of the In- 
terior to President Osborne ot the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce. 

While Osborne was in Washington 
with Gen. Chaffee and Willis H. 
Booth, working for an appropriation 
for a thirty-six foot basin for Los An- 
geles Harbor, he took advantage of 
spare moments to intervi various 
high officials regarding matters of 
importance to this vicinity. 

Osborne called on the Sécretary of 
the Interior to urge the need of a 
coaling station at the harbor to sup- 
ply vessels in the Panama Canal trade. 
He thought coal might be obtained 
from the Alaska fields and sold 
cheaply. 

Fisher replied the prospects of ear- 
ly supplies from that quarter are not 
In case all entries are with- 
drawn, he said, it will be necessary 
for Congress to énact 1 by 
which the Alaska coal can be legally 
mined, 

Secretary Meyer of the Navy De- 
partment is another cabinet member 
whom Osborne saw. Osborne re- 

uested that war vessels be sent to 
the harbor during the national en- 
campment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic this year. Meyer said he 
is afraid the navy will be pretty busy 
watching things in Asiatic waters as 
a result of disturbed conditions in 
China, and also along the Mexican 
Coast. If a change occurs before 
September, the secretary said, he will 


take pleasure in sending a part of 


the fleet here. 


As a result of a visit pald Willis, 


L. Moore, chief of the Weather 
Bureau, that official agreed to dis- 
tribute Southern California weather 
reports from Chicago to New York, 
including such cities as Detroit, Cleve- 
land, Buffalo, Rochester, Syracuse and 
Albany.

INNEAPOLIS, May 1.—Asking 
that ite churches throughout the 


world come out squarely in favor 


of imptoved working conditions tor 
wage earners, a special committee has 
prepared for presentation to the 
general conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal church which opened here 
today, a working proframme to dis- 
prove the tharge that the church is 
not in sympathy with the poor.” 

The report of the committee, which 
has been at work for four years, says 
that labor and social conditions have 
that the church must 
take a prominent part in them. 

THE PROGRAMME. 


After asserting that “this church 
had its beginning among the poor and 
the bulk of its members always have 
been wage earners,” the report recom- 
mends for adoption by the conference 
& propaganda calling for: 

“Abolition of child labor. :

GERMAN EDUCATOR LAYS IT ro 
AMERICAN SYSTEM. 
His Criticism on the Whole Is 
Complimentary, but He Cannot 
Overlook “Softening” Process 
Which He Considers Harmful—He 
Tries to Find the Cause _

system, in spite of its many excellen- 
cies, tends to develop effeminacy and 
flabbiness in pupils, according to Dr.

There are certain broadly cultural 
influences in the American schools 
which he thinks are missing in the 
German system and which are worthy 
of emulation. That American pupils, 
particularly boys, are being subjected 
to a harmful “softening” process. 

The 
cause, he thinks, lies partly in the 
1 * methods which make 

e tas too easy and parti 
in the lack of man teachers. * 

“Boys in the four lower grades,” he 
says, “may w de left in the hands 
of women achers. The upper 
grades should unquestionably be un- 
der men who understand the nature of 
the boy better than women do. The 
boy should, in many cases, be much 
more firmly and vigorously handled 
than is possible for a woman. It is 
doubtiess the overfilling of the schools 
with women teachers that is effem- 
finizing the process of character- 
bulliding and weakeni the pupils’

WHY NOT FIRST STREET? 


Merchants North of Second Street 

Complain They're to Be Debarred 

from Benefits of Shrine Parades. 

A strenuous campaign was started 
yesterday by the merchants doing 
business on Broadway and Spring 
streets, north of Second, to accom- 
plish a change in the route of the 
parades during the Shrine festival, 
next week. It seems 
parades—the electrical parades at 
night, the San Diego parade on Thurs- 
day, and the allegorical fiesta parade 
on Friday will leave Broadway at 
Second street. The contention of 
the merchants is that many of them 
have been contributors to the fund 
for the celebration and they are en- 
titled to consideration, and they de- 
mand that the parades all go as far 
north as First street.

HE WORKS ON THE SLY. 


Special Accountant of United State 

Treasury Department: Looking Into 

Things in This City. 

Samuel A. Eddy, special accountant 
of the United States Treasury De- 
partment, reported yesterday to In- 
ternal Revenue Collector Parker, and 
it is expected that he will de work- 
ing here all summer. 

Eddy mission has to do with the 
reports of California corporations un- 
der what is known as the 1 per cent. 
tax law, and it is believed that a 
number of corporations will be called 
on to explain returns made by them 
for 1911. It is understood many dis- 
crepancies have been found in some 
of these reports that will have to be 
corrected by the officers of the cor- 
porations. 

Collector Parker made a tour of 
the district last week, to assist a 
number of the corporation officers to 
prepare their statements. There is 
much more to be done before the 
delinquent corporations —are finally 
eertified to the United Sta tes District 
Attorney for prosecution. 

The I per cent. tax law provides 
that each corporation doing business 
in the State, showing a net income of 
$5000 annually, must pay 1 per cent. 
tax on its revenue in excess 
of the $5000, and even if the net 
income does not reach the figure giv- 
en, a report must be made, showing 
What the net income is. 

There has been much trou and 
considerable misinformation given in 
regard to the workings of the 1 per 
cent. tax law, and it will be a part 
‘of the mission of Eddy not only to 
inform everybody in regard to what 
is expected by the government in these 
annual statements. but to seek cor- 
rections in many instances where the 
figures are believed to be wrong. The 
special accountant has been working 
on the quiet in Los Angeles for the 
past two weeks and has just made his 
presence known.

IMPERIAL, May 1.—With the ar- 
rival of J. C. Berryhill of Los Ange- 
les, manager of the Imperial Can- 
ning Company, work has begun on 
the new plant for this city. Berry- 
hill brought a large force of work- 
men from Los Angeles and the fac- 
tory will be ready for work very 
shortly. 

With the help of twenty-five women 
and five men operating the machinery 
Berryhill expects to turn out no less 
than 7000 cans a day. A. Fink of Los 
Angeles, who is financially interested 
in Imperial Valley, is president of the 
Imperial Canning Company. | 

At the close of the present aspara- 
gus season, April 20, Imperial Valley 
growers were shipping 500 crates of 
asparagus daily to the Coast mar- 
kets. The season for marketing as- 
paragus commences in Imperial Val- 
ley the first of February and con- 
tinues until the latter part of April, 
provi that the asparagus can be 
marketed at a profit. 

On this basis the growers lost 20,- 
000 crates of choice sim- 

ply because there are mo marketing 
facilities after the eastern market de-
